This new sweet winter apple is certainly destined to have a very 
extensive and well deserved popularity. It is of the same desirable texture of skin and flesh as the 
well known Sweet Bough, but much larger and more handsomely colored. The flavor is very 
pleasantly sweet, and its keeping qualities are very superior. It is in our estimation the largest and 
by far the best sweet winter apple known to cultivation. Recent reports from orchards to the north 
of the White Mountains attest to its perfect hardihood in that locality, which at once establishes 
it as a desirable and hardy variety for planting throughout New England. The apple has been 
exhibited before the Massachusetts Horticultural Society for several years past, and has been favor- 
ably noticed by that Society.

The flowers are rather pretty, and the fruit is considered a delicacy in Persia, its native country, but 
the intensely colored and lasting ornamental foliage is its great recommendation tous. It is per- 
fectly hardy and adapted to almost every soil, and should be on everyone’s lawn.

from each direction, affording the best facilities for our customers 
to come and examine our stock. 


The Nurseries are situated but a few rods from the R. R. Station, and adjoin the 
R. R. tracks. Customers not desiring to walk from the R. R. Station to the Nurseries 
may take a Hack at the Station at our expense. 


NOTICE TO CUSTOMERS. 


TERMS. Cash, or suitable reference from parties unknown to us. 


Remit by Draft or Check on any Boston Bank, by Registered Letter, or in case 
of small amounts, by Money Order, or Postal Notes. 


In ordering, state distinctly your address and the mode of conveyance by which 
you desire your goods forwarded, whether by express or freight. 


Very large bales or boxes are usually best sent by freight, others are as well or 
better sent by express. 


In ordering goods sent by express, state the express company by which you desire 
the goods delivered to you. ; 


Cummings’ Reading and Boston Express will deliver goods to all local or other 
express companies having offices in Boston. 


The American Express Company has an office at Reading, connecting with all 
towns of the Union. 


Where customers are not too far distant, the best possible plan is to send a team 
to the Nurseries, on which the trees can be packed; damp moss and straw will be 
furnished free to keep the roots in good condition, but the customer is requested 
to send canvas or other covering to cover the load and prevent drying; by this mode 
of conveyance but one handling of the trees is necessary, and exposure to breakage, 
delay, and drying, is obviated. 

PACKING. When we pack our goods in bales, boxes or other packages, we 
use the best material obtainable for the purpose to prevent exposure to drying and 
other deleterious influences; we use damp moss, and pack with the best of care to 
prevent damage in carriage, and make a charge to cover the actual cost of time, and 
material used. 


No charge is made for delivery of goods to Freight Station or Express Companies 
at Reading. 


WARRANTY. We warrant all trees true to name, and in good condition on 
leaving our hands, but do not warrant trees to live, nor do we make up any loss what- 
ever due to climate, or after-culture on the part of the purchaser. 


In all cases the goods are at the risk of the purchaser after being shipped ; 
and if delay or loss occurs the forwarder alone must be held responsible. 


Complaints, if any, must be made on receipt of goods, as we wish to deal satis- 
factorily with our customers, and correct any errors immediately. 


Customers are especially requested to come to the Nurseries in person, or send 
their gardeners and select the trees, etc., from the Nursery rows, as by this means 
perfect satisfaction is given, and no misconceptions as to size, form, ete. can be 
formed. We prefer to deal direct with our customers rather than through agents, 
knowing that better satisfaction, both to the customer and ourselves, is assured. 


We invite, and are pleased at any time to have our friends and customers, either 
in carriages or on foot, examine our grounds and stock where they may see our 
methods of culture, and compare the various varieties of shade and ornamental, 
deciduous and evergreen trees, and also see the great merits of our herbaceous. 
plants when in their wealth of bloom. Our pruned evergreens (especially Hemlocks), 
and hedges are especially interesting, as well as our Rocky Mountain Evergreen Trees. 
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FRUITS. 


In connection with the various kinds of fruits we enumerate the varieties which 
are best adapted to this climate, and of which we endeavor to keep a stock on hand at 
all times. Many other varieties are included in our stock and may be obtained of us 
at any time. Correspondence is solicited for any varieties not mentioned herein. 


The varieties are mentioned in the order of their ripening as nearly as possible. 


Our special large sizes of Fruit trees are especially commendable, as they are 
transplanted often, insuring the best of roots, and as many are in bearing, give imme- 
diate and satisfactory results; with their frequent transplanting they can be as safely 
moved as the smaller ones. 


Mr. Jacob W. Manning has for many years been one of the Fruit Committee of 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society, before which Society and the Fruit Commit- 
tee every known fruit grown in the United States is shown and its merits thoroughly 
tested ; he is also on the Fruit Committee of several Agricultural Societies, and by his 
extended experience is considered an expert on questions relating to fruits; also been 
a member of the American Pomological Society for twenty-eight years, and has 
attended every meeting since 1860, which cannot be said by any other member of the 
Society, with one exception.
